presence of her sifter and thinking 
something amiss, went Into the bath 
room and found Mrs. Higgins. sitting 
on the floor, her head against the 
wall with a wound In the side of the 
head, with blood flowing freely. She 
Immediately notified other members 
of the family of her discovery. 
The 


body was found in a sitting po°ition 
wuh the feet under her and the head 
leaning backward against the wall. 
The police were notified and Officers 
Adams and Towell went to the house. 
Tho coroner was also soon on the 
scene. The young woman, still alive, 
but unconscious, was rushed to the

There was nothing in the action of 


the young woman during the course 
of yesterday to indicate that she in- 
tended talf^Jng her life, unless it was 
the fact that she was more quiet than 
usual and had \ery little to say, but 
it was though that she was merely 
feeling bad and little attention was 
paid, because she had appeared in 
such a -manner frequently.

LOS ANGELKS. March

tain David Adams of tho Los Anseles 
police department, announced today 
that he received a letter from • man 
whose name he refused^to 
AUjjjfe, 


statins that tho writer had MB^ 
William Desmond Taylor, rnotloif^H> 
t'ure director, whose recent death has 
baffled investigators. 


The letter, Captain Adaitts said, 


was written by an educated man, wa» 
eent from a city in Connecticut, the 
name of which he declined to dis- 
close, and made circumstantial state- 
ments that filled in precisely with 
facts* developed by the police. 


Captain Adams said he would not 
say definitely that the letter was a 
genuine confession, but he would say 
that the department put much cred- 
ence in it, and was making a thorough 
and quick investigation. 


The letter expressed regret that he 


could not collect the rewards offered 
for the arrest of the slayer, but an- 
nounced that the writer was leaving 
the country immediately. It gava re- 
venge for an old feud as the motive 
for the shooting of Taylor, and was 
signed by a name that had not been 
connected with the previous investi- 
gations. 


Captain Adams declined to give out 


any further details and said he would 
not show the letter at present.
